Some p ersons are content with a 
cu p of coffee and a p iece of toast; oth­ 
ers nu k » it the most determined meal 
of the day . Once it was formidable in­ 
deed. 
In Sir John Hawk ins' "History 
of Mu sic” is qu oted a six teenth centu ry 
manu scrip t belong ing to the hou se of 
Northu mberland which g iv es the break ­ 
fast arrang ements of the Percy family 
both for Lent and for flesh day s, and, 
oh, how some of u s hav e fallen away in 
trencher work ! 
Here is 
the simp le 
Northu mbrian scheme; "Break fast for 
my lord and lady du ring Lent: First, a 
loaf of bread in trenchers, twomau chets 
(a manchet was a small loaf of white 
bread), a qu art of beer, a qu art of wine, 
two p ieces of salt fish, six baoonn'd her­ 
ring , fou r white herring or a dish of 
sp rats. 
Break fast for my Lord Percy 
and Master Thomas Percy : Item, half a 
loaf of hou sehold bread, a manchet, a 
bu ttle of beer, a dish of bu tter and a 
p iece of salt fish, a dish of sp rats or 
three white herring . 
Break fast for the 
nu rsery for my Lady Marg aret and Mas­ 
ter Ing eram Percy : Item, a manchet, a 
qu art of beer (this for the nu rsery ), a 
dish of bu tter, a p iece of salt fish, a 
dish of sp rats or three white herring .” 
At ordinary times my lord and lady 
fared thu s: "First, a loaf of bread in 
trenchers, two mau chets, a qu art of 
beer, a qu art of wine, half a chine of 
mu tton, or else a chine of beef boiled.” 
Lord Percy and Master Thomas Percy 
disp osed of " h a lf a loaf of hou sehold 
bread, a manchet, one bottle of beer, a 
cheek ing , or else three mu ttou bones 
boiled, ” while to the thirsty nu rsery 
went " a manchet, one qu art of beer 
and three mu tton bones boiled. ” —Corn- 
bill Mag azine. 


A u s t r a l i a n W a r f a r e , 
Their military tactics were simp le in 
the ex treme, bu t they were all the case 
requ ired.

There was all of the fu n 
and ex citement and noise in that battle 
that there is in a g ood g ame of football, 
withou t one-half the dang er and seriou s 
resu lts. There was as real relief to p ent 
u p p atriotism au d as g ood an airing of 
strained dip lomatic relations, u s well 
p atronized an op p ortu nity for calling 
hard names and say ing bad thing s of 
each other, as comp lete ex u ltation in 
v ictory , and as thorou g h, su bmissiv e 
chag rin in defeat as g reat g u ns au d 
modern mu nitions ev er secu red for two 
nations, and, withal, it was as harm ­ 
less as a French du el.— Lip p incott s.

To give the boys a 
taste for these in n ocen t games an d take 
their atten tion from im itatin g the po­ 
lice patrol, playin g rob tier an d arrestin g 
each other an d en gagin g in other too 
realistio sports will be on e of the prin ­ 
cipal objects of the work. In short, the 
committee in ten d s to supply the n eed 
of public playgroun d s which will an ­ 
swer the purpose of the small parks, 
which the real estate board wishes to 
have d istributed all over the city, un til 
those breathin g spaces are established .

The Chicago Record published re­ 
cently a dispatch from Omaha g iving 
the details of the war department 
scheme for enlisting Sioux Indiana to 
engage in the light with Spain. 
The department of the Missouri, with 
headquarters at Omaha, has been as­ 
signed the task of arranging the pre­ 
liminary details of the new 
Indian 
arm of the service. 
General Coppin- 
ger, commanding the department, has 
completed arrangements for rushing the 
organization so that it will be ready 
fbr service in less than 53U days after 
war shall begin. 
The work of preparing the Indian 
command was assigned to this depart­ 
ment because the officers here are more 
familiar with the characteristics of the 
Sioux, from which tribe tlie detail will 
be selected, than are other members of 
the army. 
Many men now connected 
with the department of the Missouri 
have spent the last 530 years in this sec­ 
tion of the west and personally have de­ 
fended the border in every Indian up­ 
rising during that period. 
In all the 
historic battles with the Indians during 
that time the warriors of the Sioux na­ 
tion have been the leading spirits. 
As 
they were always the prime movers in 
starting hostilities, so they were always 
the most courageous. Other tribes were 
ilway.s anxious tu begin lighting on the 
frontier, but they w« re mostly ready to 
surrender just when the daring Hioux 
were doing tbeir most desperate work. 
It is for these reasons that the war 
department has selected the Sioux us 
tiie tribe from winch the Indian com­ 
panies will be formed for the Cuban 
campaign. 
Four regiments will be or­ 
ganized, requiring 2,OUO men. 
Several 
weeks ago a number of the young Sioux 
subchiefs at Fine Ridge agency notified 
the Indian agent that they were anxious 
to help in the war which the govern­ 
ment was about to make on its enemies. 
Among the number who volunteered 
their services were Chief Spotted Blk 
and Chief Standing Bear. They are two 
of the most daring c refs of the Sioux 
and have a strong following. 
Their 
bauds number 800 each, but in actual 
hostilities they can count on twice that 
number of fighting men, because their 
well known fighting qualities assure the 
young bucks of plenty of excitement in 
their bands. 
The services of these two 
chiefs will be accept« d. 
In fact, they 
have been so informed by the Indian 
agent at Pine Ridge. 
The head chief of the Sioux, Young- 
Man-Afraid-of-His-Horses, did not vol­ 
unteer, but his services have been se­ 
cured. 
The agent requested a personal 
interview with him, and he expressed a 
great willingness to show his loyalty to 
the government. Youug-Mau-Afraid-of- 
His-Horses explained that ho would 
have volunteered his services for the 
campaign, but feared that the army offi­ 
cers entertained a prejudice against him 
because he killed Lieutenant Casey dur­ 
ing the ¡Sioux campaign of 1890-91. 
When assured that the army officers had 
no such feeling, the young chief was 
pleased and said he would at once go 
among his young men and tell them to 
get ready for the war. 
¡Since then the 
chief has ridden all over the reserva­ 
tions of Pine Kidge and Rosebud and 
has stirred up much excitement among 
Lite ¡Sioux warriors. 
There is much ex­ 
citement among the bucks of the tribe. 
They are elated to think they have been 
selected for this fighting because of 
their prowess on the battlefield. Indians 
are keenly sensitive to such flattery, and 
this recognition of the claims of the 
Sioux to the distinction of first class 
fighting men has done more than any 
thing could to raise the government in 
tbeir estimation. 
As the recruiting officers will make 
their selection from 6,000 of the finest 
specimens of Indian warriors in the 
world, the 3,000 Indians finally enlisted 
in the army ought to be splendid tim ­ 
ber. 
The selections will be made in 
person by Chief Young-Mau-Afraid-of- 
His-Horses, assisted by ¡Spotted Elk and 
Standing Bear. 
The chiefs will select 
each man on account of his well known 
fighting qualities, accuracy with the 
rifle, e.xpertness as a horseman and g* n- 
erpl worth as a Sioux warrior. This ex- 
at iii..*tiou is much more severe than 
that in force in the regular army of the 
United States. 
x\li of the chosen war­ 
riors w ill he veterans in a sense, as they 
have seen service on more than one bat 
tlefield. 
The Cheyennes are anxious to 
form one of the regiments, but the 
Sioux objected so vigorously that the 
war department officials concluded to 
have the Indian scouts composed wholly 
of Sioux. 
These Indians will not re­ 
quire more than 48 hours’ notice to ap 
pear at the reservation for fighting.
